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FROM ‘HELL’ TO 
LOVING HOMES 

Appeal for pet-lovers to house 22 rescued Romanian dogs

Three animal lovers are import¬ 
ing 22 stray dogs this month after 
rescuing them from a Romanian 
“hell hole”. 

A new Romanian law provides 
for the killing of captured strays 
if they are not adopted within 
two weeks from dog shelters. 

Last month Jennifer Gilbert, 
36, from West Hill, Epsom, and 
Lisa Webster, 40, from Sherwood 
Park Road, Sutton, went out to 
save as many dogs as they could 
from a filthy shelter in Fund- 
ulea, near Bucharest. 

Two local women had rescued 
200 dogs rounded up by dog 
catchers from a “death camp”, 
but they ran out of money and 
ended up abandoning their own 
shelter, leaving the dogs to “rot 
in their own mess”. 

Miss Gilbert, a trained veteri¬ 
nary nurse, said: “The dogs went 
from hell to hell. It was horrific. 
The smell in there was overpow¬ 
ering. They had no windows, no 
air. Dogs were just lying there, 
they had all given up.” 

On their arrival, the pair set 
about buying medicine, treating 
pressure sores, building outdoor 


shelter. When you’re there you 
think ‘I can’t leave’. We had to 
choose the ones we knew would 
make good pets. We couldn’t 
leave them in that hopelessness.” 

It is costing the three 
of them up to 


already spent £2,000 out of their 
own pockets and given £1,000 in 
donations to the shelter.

pens, feeding the dogs 
bleaching the shelter. 

Along with Rachael Welch, 
who is helping to fundraise, they 
are now bringing over 22 dogs 
from the shelter plus five more 
from a vet who has let their 
dogs stay in his shelter 
until they travel. 

The dogs have already 
got pet passports, have 
had vaccinations and 
will be ready to travel 
to the UK by van on 
April 17. Their res¬ 
cuers are now ap¬ 
pealing for 
people to give 
them loving 
homes.

Chris Grayling has denied that 
prisoners are being deliberate¬ 
ly deprived of access to books, 
in an open letter to poet laure¬ 
ate Carol Ann Duffy. 

The acclaimed feminist 
staged a protest outside Lon¬ 
don’s Pentonville prison on

Friday against the MP’s impo¬ 
sition of much stricter limits 
on parcels coming into pris¬ 
ons, which is preventing 
friends and family of inmates 
sending them books. 

The poet was supporting a 
campaign by the Howard 
League for Penal Reform call¬ 
ing on the Secretary of State 
for Justice to reverse the 
policy. 

But, in an open letter to Duffy 
at the weekend, Epsom’s MP 
insisted the changes intro¬ 
duced in November did not aim 
to deprive prisoners of books, 
but were a vital security mea¬ 
sure to allow staff to check 
parcels properly. 

He said: “We now have sim¬ 
ple rules that allow everyone a 
parcel of items from home 
when they first arrive in 
prison, and then only further 
parcels at the Governor’s 
discretion in exceptional 
circumstances. 

“That does not mean that we 
do not believe it is important to 
encourage learning and read¬ 
ing in prisons. 

“Prisoners have full access 
to the same public library ser¬ 
vice in prisons as every other 
citizen, as well as the ability to 
order books from Amazon via 
the prison shop using their 
prison earnings or money sent 
in by relatives.”

Prison governor denies 
crisis despite changes

Offering more to prisoners 
who want to engage and less 
to those who do not is right 
and necessary, according to 
the governor of High Down 
prison. 

Following repeated con¬ 
cerns raised about the prison 
with the Epsom Guardian in 
the last month, the newspaper 
was invited to spend the day at 
High Down, on the border be¬ 
tween Banstead and Sutton, 
last Friday. 

The governor Ian Bickers 
denied the prison was in cri¬ 
sis, but said: “To have a proper 
clean-up, you have to make a 
good mess.” 

He said changes introduced 
across the prison service by 
the Government in the past 
year have been a huge culture 
shock for staff. 

The Independent Monitor¬ 
ing Board’s (IMB) report for 
2013, published last month, 
said it had been a “dreadful 
year” for the prison, citing a 
long list of issues from savage 
staff cuts to empty class¬ 
rooms, prisoners locked in 
their cells for long periods and 
sick men unable to get to hos¬ 
pital for appointments. 

Mr Bickers, who took over 
as governor last January, said: 
“It was a balanced report 
which demonstrates the 
prison has gone through sig¬ 
nificant change. 

“But it’s fair to say the ma¬ 
jority of criticisms have been 
dealt with.” 

On a two-hour tour of the 
prison, he explained that since 
November 2012 the Govern¬ 
ment specifies how a prison’s 
budget should be spent, based 
on a model for each type of 
prison and last February, 
High Down was told it had to 
lose 30 prison officers from its 
185, which was achieved by 30

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prison officers choosing to go 
under the Government’s vol¬ 
untary redundancy scheme. 

But with 13 other officers 
being promoted and another 
12 leaving through retirement 
or dismissal subsequently, Mr 
Bickers explained that there is 
currently a shortfall of 25 
posts waiting to be filled and a 
prisoner-to-staff ratio is 1:30. 

In December, High Down 
was asked to take another 60 
prisoners from London and 
will be receiving 22 extra staff 
members on April 6 to man¬ 
age this, while the lengthy 
public sector recruitment 
for 25 permanent posts 
continues. 

Mr Bickers said the cuts 
have meant that prison offi¬ 
cers now have to work much 
harder “and think” - some¬ 
thing he said a minority has 
not welcomed. 

He said: “In some ways we 
have to lock people up for 
longer and not offer as many 
things and there is less staff 
because that’s what’s being 
asked of us. 

“There have been problems 
with the right staff being in 
the right place at the right 
time. 

“It was certainly no crisis 
and things have now started to 
settle and bed-in.” 

As part of the changes last 
September, a new core 
day was introduced and 


“association” during the after¬ 
noons was axed. 

Mr Bickers said prisoners at 
High Down still get four hours 
outside their cell each day, 
though he admitted that oper¬ 
ational pressures may mean 
this is not always possible. 

Prisoners who do not want 
to go to classes or work within 
the prison now spend longer 
locked up in their cells. 

He said: “We are doing a 
good job in what the

Government wants us to deliv¬ 
er. Yes, we close the gym from 
time to time and sometimes 
classes are empty. 

“But I have no significant 
concerns and feel in absolute 
control of it. 

“The changes are right. We 
should be giving more to the 
people who want to engage.” 

One prisoner, in the 
substance misuse wing told 


the paper: “I have had every 
opportunity to get out of my 
cell and do education and 
work every day. Access to the 
gym has been quite bad. We 
know staff cutbacks have af¬ 
fected things, but it’s getting 
better. 

“If you don’t want to engage 
with it you stay banged up all 
day. If you want to work you 
can.” 

Educational classes are 
available to prisoners every 
day and 81 per cent of spaces 
had been full the day before - 
compared to a 30 per cent av¬ 
erage in January 2013. 

Courses on offer range from 
dog ownership to maths and 
English, personal hygiene and 
Open University degrees. 

He said every prisoner is en¬ 
titled to one hour in the gym a 
week, but, beyond this, it is a 
privilege, and sometimes out¬ 
weighed by operational 
difficulties and staff short¬ 
ages - as are hospital 
appointments. 

He said: “It’s tight and effi¬ 
cient and when things happen, 
for example when staff get as¬ 
saulted or take days off, it will 
impact on the running of the 
regime.” 

Mr Bickers said problems 
with the visitors’ booking sys¬ 
tem had been fixed and so 
many visits are now being re¬ 
quested that the prison will 
run an extra session.

• Probation officers walked out in protest this 
week against Justice Secretary Chris Grayling’s 
plans to privatise 70 per cent of the probation 
service. 

Solicitors also went on strike in opposition to 
cuts in legal aid fees as part of nationwide joint 
action including demonstrations in London. 

Catherine Neubert, vice-chairman of the Surrey 
and Sussex branch of Napo, said about seven 
probation workers from High Down prison and 
Redhill Magistrates’ Court walked out and rallied 
in London. 

Ms Neubert said: “What probation staff are real¬ 
ly concerned about is this could result in private 
sector staff dealing with medium risk offenders, 
which include domestic abuse perpetrators.”

Man, 25, arrested after 
alleged brawl in Sutton 


Firefighters had to use an 
electric saw to cut free a little 
boy stuck up a magnolia tree 
last Thursday. 

Leatherhead firefighters cut 
away a branch and released 
the boy in the garden of a 
home in Pachesham Drive, 
Leatherhead, at 1.40pm. 

The boy, believed to be about 
five years old, fell while climb¬ 
ing the tree and his leg got 
trapped in a fork. 


Watch commander Snowy 
Lewis said: “His leg was total¬ 
ly wedged. 

“There was no way he was 
getting out without cutting the 
tree. He was crying when we 
first got there, but we calmed 
him down.” 

He said he believed it was 
the boy’s friend’s birthday 
party, adding: “We then 
showed seven of them round 
the fire engine.” 


An Epsom man is one of 
three 25-year-olds arrested 
following a brawl in Sutton 
High Street which left a rev¬ 
eller in hospital with serious 
head injuries. 

Two men were arrested 
after the fight broke out in 
Sutton High Street at about 
3.40am on Sunday. 


One of the men, a 23-year- 
old, remains in hospital 
with serious head injuries 
while a second man, 
aged 22, suffered a broken 
arm and cuts to his 
face. 

The arrested men have all 
been bailed in connection 
with the incident.

Student treated for TB 
as disease rises in UK

A university student has been 
treated for TB and at least 
four others are believed to 
have tested positive for the la¬ 
tent form of this potentially 
fatal disease. 

A student at the University 
for the Creative Arts (UCA) in 
Epsom spent three weeks in 
isolation in Epsom Hospital in 
February being treated for the 
full-blown version of the 
disease. 

Fourteen close contacts of 
the woman were identified 
and were screened last 
month, with a number of 
them now receiving antibiotic 
treatment for latent TB. 

The disease is on the rise in 
Britain and last week Public 
Health England (PHE) 
launched a public consulta¬ 
tion to develop a strategy to 
tackle its spread. 

One of those who tested 
positive at the screenings - 
which does not mean the dis¬ 
ease is either active or infec¬ 
tious - is a first-year fashion 


student whose mother alerted 
the Epsom Guardian to the 
issue. 

She is concerned the three- 
month course of antibiotics 
and fortnightly trips to hospi¬ 
tal may now affect the grades 
of her daughter who also suf¬ 
fers from Crohn’s disease. 

The 47-year-old NHS worker 
said she also had concerns 
about the length of time it 
took to inform other students: 
“My daughter is devastated. A 
girl went missing for three- 
and-a-half weeks. One day at 
the end of February she 
turned up at the house and 
said she had been in isolation 
for three weeks as she had 
full-blown TB. 

“The university didn’t tell 
everybody until March 4.” 

But both UCA Epsom and 
Public Health England (PHE), 
the body responsible for com¬ 
municating about diseases 
once informed of cases, insist 
correct procedure was 
followed. 

A spokeswoman for PHE ex¬ 
plained that it was important 
for there to be a delay in 
screening contacts, usually 
about six weeks, to avoid 


“false negative” results. 

She said: “The HPT liaised 
with the local NHS TB service 
and UCA Epsom to identify 14 
people who had been in the 
closest contact and should be 
offered screening.” 

She said information was 
then provided for letters to be 
sent to those needing screen¬ 
ing and the wider university 
who were told the risk of 
transmission was extremely 
low and no further public 
health action was required be¬ 
yond the closest contacts. 

Letters were emailed to all 
students by UCA on March 5 
and 6. 

The university held TB 
screening sessions on March 
18 and 20, for the close con¬ 
tacts on the advice 
of PHE. 

A UCA spokes¬ 
woman said it was 
made aware of the 
confirmed case on 
February 25 by 
PHE and it con¬ 
tacted those who 
had been in close 
contact with the 
affected student 
two days later

“once it became clear that 
PHE had not yet done so”. 

She said: “It was agreed 
PHE would contact these stu¬ 
dents directly but UCA accel¬ 
erated the process by directly 
calling the students to make 
them aware of the infection 
risk. 

“The HPT notifies us of con¬ 
firmed active cases only. It 
has not advised us there are 
any more confirmed active 
cases.” 

The PHE said 85 TB cases 
were reported in Surrey in 
2012, up from 57 in 2007.

Miss Gilbert, who was 
called out to Romania by a 
fellow animal rescuer, has 
helped with animal rescues 
in Greece over the past 17 
years as well as rescue work 
in Thailand, Hong Kong and 
elsewhere. 

She already has a Collie- 
cross mongrel, Skooter, and 
will adopt two of the 
Romanian dogs, Shadow and 
Hopesey. 

On Monday, Miss Gilbert 
called this newspaper in 
tears on discovering the Au¬ 
thority for the Supervision 
and Protection of Animals 
(Aspa), which manages 
strays in Bucharest, planned 
to come and take away 80 
dogs they had left behind. 

She said: “If they do, they 
will kill them instantly. If 
there is a kind sponsor who 


can assist with the building 
of a new shelter so we can get 
the remaining dogs to safety 
then please, please get in 
touch. We fear for those we 
were unable to save.” 

She said a vet had agreed to 
build a new shelter for them, 
but it would cost about £6,600. 

In September, hundreds of 
Romanians demonstrated in 
favour of killing stray dogs in 
Bucharest after a four-year- 
old boy was allegedly mauled 
to death - sparking the 
change in the law. 

Miss Gilbert, Miss Webster 
and Miss Welch are hosting a 
fundraising event with live 
music and a raffle, at Ye Olde 
Red Lion in Cheam, from 3pm 
on Saturday.

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New chapter for book 
trader as store closes

A historic bookshop has 
closed its doors for the last 
time as its owner starts an on¬ 
line rival to Amazon. 

Customers had pledged 
about £100,000 to keep the Ibis 
open by buying its freehold in 
Banstead High Street. 

Unfortunately, the crowd- 
funding plan failed and the 
bookshop could not make 
ends meet in the face of rising 
rents and competition from 
online retailers. 

But Linda Jones, the owner 
of the Ibis, has decided to take 
on Amazon at its own game by 
starting a mobile service 
called Bookjuice. 

Like Amazon, Bookjuice has 
said it will offer free next day 
delivery, though this is limited 
to a five-mile radius of

Banstead, but it will always 
pay UK taxes and never deliv¬ 
er a damaged book. 

Its website proclaims: “It’s 
time to take on the big boys! 
We will match Amazon on 
price.” 

Back in December, Ms Jones 
said if the bookshop was 
forced to close then she 
planned to start Bookjuice, 
where people can order books 
online or by phone. 

She said: “We are hoping it 
would be a little local Amazon. 
I would commit to matching 
Amazon’s prices and next day 
delivery within a five-mile 
radius.” 

Ms Jones said she would run 
the service in Banstead, deliv¬ 
er the books herself and sup¬ 
ply books to anyone else who 
wants to set up a similar 
business. 

Of the Ibis shutting down, 
one trader, who asked not be 
named, said: “It’s really sad. 
It’s been going for years but 
then people buy online now. 
We were willing to support 
her in the quest to buy the 
freehold, but it wasn’t to be.” 

The Ibis opened in 1938 and 
Ms Jones took over ownership 
in November 2011.

Extended opening 
hours for centre 


Epsom moved a step closer to 
becoming a late evening town 
with the Ashley Centre an¬ 
nouncing extended opening 
hours from Monday. 

Epsom’s shopping mall will 
now be open until 8pm on 
Thursday and 6pm on other 
days, apart from Sunday. 

This is an extra half hour 
through the week, apart from 
Thursdays, when it will be 
open for an extra hour, and 
Sunday, when the opening 
times remain unchanged. 

The longer opening hours 
have been facilitated by 
changes approved by Epsom 
Council in January to the 
evening charges at car parks 
across Epsom and Ewell. 

From the end of this month, 
dependent on changes to the 
ticket machines and signs, a 
maximum charge of £1.50 is 
to be introduced after 4pm on 
Mondays to Fridays and after 
6pm on Saturdays in the Ash¬ 
ley Centre. 


David Beddows, the Ashley 
Centre’s general manager, 
said: “We are thrilled that 
our retailers are offering peo¬ 
ple this chance to shop when 
it may well be more conve¬ 
nient to them.” 

The move forms part of 
borough business develop¬ 
ment manager Adam Wor¬ 
ley’s vision to turn Epsom 
town centre into a late 
evening hub, with shopping, 
entertainment, food and 
drink on offer. 

He hopes other shops will 
be able to follow the shopping 
centre’s lead and extend their 
opening hours once more 
shoppers start using the town 
after work and school. 

Mr Worley said: “The Ash¬ 
ley Centre acts as a catalyst 
and it is fantastic that the 
centre management team has 
responded so positively and 
extended the hours to create 
a halo effect for the smaller 
retailers.”

A school wants to build a huge 
sports dome - dubbed a “mon¬ 
strous blob” by one resident - on 
the edge of a nature reserve. 

Nonsuch High School for Girls, 
in Ewell Road, Cheam, has sub¬ 
mitted plans to Epsom Council 
for a 44ft (13.6m) tall air-support¬ 
ed dome, running track, pavilion 
and artificial turf pitches. 

The permanent dome would 
house three netball courts and 
nine overlapping badminton 
courts next to Warren Farm - 
grass and woods owned by con¬ 
servation charity the Woodland 
Trust. 

Resident Neill Denny, who lives 
in nearby Holmwood Road, com¬ 
pared the scale of the 206ft-long 
dome to an aircraft hanger and 
medium-sized cruise ship. 

He said the proposed dome, that 
would be continuously inflated 
by an air generator and sited on a 
ridge, would completely domi¬ 
nate the whole valley occupied by 
the Woodland Trust site. 

“It is a monstrous, ugly blob 
that will wreck a natural land¬ 
scape,” Mr Denny said in an ob¬ 
jection submitted to the council. 

“This scheme represents an un¬ 
called for urbanisation of tran¬ 
quil green space, and the 
imposition of artificial noise and 
light late into the night and also, 
and significantly, out of term 
time. 


“This is nothing short of a new 
leisure centre by the back door.” 

The site is close to Nonsuch 
Park and a David Lloyd sports 
centre, a private members’ club 
that already has its own sports 
bubble erected in winter. 

The designers propose to min¬ 
imise the visual impact of the 
dome by creating an earth mound 
covered in wild flowers around it, 
colouring the bottom half of the 
dome green and the top half 
white to mimic a tree line. 

The design statement said: 
“The site will still retain its open 
character and there will be little 
visual change to the overall char¬ 
acter of the site.” 

Peter Gale, headteacher of Non¬ 
such High School for Girls, said: 
“We appreciate that residents 
will quite rightly want to raise 
questions. 

“In the documentation submit¬ 
ted to Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council, we have explained how 
we will minimise light pollution 
and actually enhance the local 
natural environment. 

“The aim of the project is to sig¬ 
nificantly enhance sporting facil¬ 
ities for the students and the 
wider community. 

“We hope that, as part of the 
Olympics legacy, we will be able 
to encourage greater participa¬ 
tion levels in sport and thus 
make a contribution to having a 
fitter and healthier community. 

“We are also working with local 
sports clubs who hope to use and 
benefit from the additional 
facilities.” 

Councillor Chris Frost, who 


represents Nonsuch ward on 
Epsom Council, said: “While we 
like to see improvements to facili¬ 
ties for young people to enjoy 
sport, it must not be at the ex¬ 
pense of residents. We have to 
balance what we want to see for 
one group with possible harm for 
another.” 

Mia Forbes, of Seaforth Av¬ 
enue, New Malden, backed the 
plan in her submission to the 
council, saying it would benefit 
students and would not be visual¬ 
ly intrusive. 

A spokeswoman at Woodland 
Trust said it would ask to be con¬ 
sulted before any work took place 
but, because it does not directly 
affect ancient woodland, it would 
not be objecting in principle.

The Woodland Trust needs to

The trust is looking at launch¬ 
ing a dedicate a tree programme 
in June with a likely cost of £20 a 
tree. 


The trust said it will be work¬ 
ing with Surrey County Council 
to reduce the traffic congestion 
that could be caused by the for¬ 
est.

Plans for future 
flood prevention 

One of the most persistent floods in the 
county is finally receding after two-and- 
a-half months, as plans are laid to 
prevent it happening again. 

The floodwater, fed by springs, has cov¬ 
ered the pavement by the bus stop and 
the war memorial outside Bourne Hall 
Park in Ewell Village since the start of 
the year. 

Welcoming the fact that it was finally 
receding last week, councillor Clive 
Woodbridge said: “It’s probably one of 
the longest bits of flooding in the 
county.” 

A Surrey County Council spokesman 
said: “We have identified a couple of con¬ 
tributory factors to the flooding, and we 
hope to commence work during the next 
financial year. 

“The work will largely involve replac¬ 
ing the connection between the drains 
outside Bourne Hall and the Hogsmill 
River. 

“We are also investigating the 
possibility of designing a new gully sys¬ 
tem, which would be connected to a dif¬ 
ferent surface water drainage system. 
The planning stage is nearly complete.”

Council spokesman said 
the problem has now been 
fixed. 

He said: “When the 
streetlights have just 
been replaced, it can take 


a little time to get them all 
connected up to the com¬ 
puter system which oper¬ 
ates the timing and 
eradicate any glitches, 
and in the interest of safe¬ 
ty we opt to leave the 
lights burning all day 
rather than not at all 
until the communication 
problems are rectified. In 
this case there were some 
complications, but they 
have now been resolved.” 

He assured residents 
the lights would have 
used a “very modest 
amount of energy” and 
the overall savings of 
the scheme were 
considerable. 

He said: “The clever 
technology is saving 
about £12m over 25 
years.”

Caravan must go 
inspector rules

A man has been given 
three weeks to remove a 
huge caravan from outside 
his house on a private es¬ 
tate after losing a planning 
appeal. 

On Friday a planning in¬ 
spector dismissed an ap¬ 
peal by Nevil True, of Pine 
Hill, Epsom, against the 
council, which had or¬ 
dered him to get rid of his 
caravan. 

The decision was the cul¬ 
mination of a bitter neigh¬ 
bour dispute on the 
Woodcote estate over the 
caravan which led to 
Mr True being dubbed 
a “scourge on the 
neighbourhood”. 

The planning inspec¬ 
torate received more than 
120 letters of objection 
from people who felt that it 
was an eyesore and a 
blight on their estate, but 
Mr True hit back describ¬ 
ing them as “snobs” and 
“simple minded”. 

Inspector Gloria McFar- 
lane ruled against him last 
week saying that his house 
is in multiple occupation 
(HMO) as more than six 


unrelated people live 
there. 

This means that, unlike 
a normal home, he re¬ 
quires planning permis¬ 
sion to keep a caravan in 
the garden - which he had 
not been granted. 

In her decision, she said: 
“I noted on my visit that 
there were nine rooms 
containing beds and all 
were occupied.” 

Mr True had argued that 
he had no more than six 
lodgers at one time who 
lived as a family, ate to¬ 
gether and shared 
facihties. 

But the inspector said: 
“If that is the case I ques¬ 
tion why some of the 
rooms have their own 
fridges and kettles and 
why there are separate 
cupboards in the kitchen. 

“The sharing of facihties 
is a characteristic of an 
HMO.” 

The inspector said he 
had not provided enough 
evidence to prove three 
weeks is not long enough 
to seh the caravan and she 
upheld the notice issued 
by Epsom Council in 
August. 

She also rejected his ar¬ 
gument that forcing him to 
get rid of it violated his 


human rights. 

A defiant Nevil True said 
today that although he had 
lost the battle over the car¬ 
avan he had won the war 
over using his home as an 
HMO and he may appeal 
to the Secretary of State 
for Planning, claiming 
there were irregularities 
in the appeal process. 

He said: “I’m disappoint¬ 
ed the caravan has got to 
go because it was useful, 
but it is not the end of the 
world. 

“The outcome for me is 
that I now have full plan¬ 
ning permission for my 
house to be an HMO, if I 
wish to implement it, 
which I’m very happy 
about.” 

Councillor Liz Frost, 
representing Woodcote 
ward, said: “It will be a 
great rehef to a lot of resi¬ 
dents who have, not sur¬ 
prisingly, been very 
displeased to have this car¬ 
avan on their doorstep.” 

Surrey County Council¬ 
lor Tina Mountain, who 
helped co-ordinate the 
protests from Mr True’s 
irate neighbours, said she 
expected him to apologise 
to everyone after losing 
the appeal for his “anti- 
neighbourly behaviour”.

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Savile school probe

Claims that Jimmy Savile abused 
children at a residential school in 
Banstead are to be investigated, 
the Government has announced. 

In a written statement last week 
Michael Gove MP, Secretary of 
State for Education, said the 
Department for Education had 
received new information about 
the television star relating to 
several children’s homes and 
schools in England dating back to 
the 1960s, 1970s and 1980s. 

One of the homes on the list is 
Beech Holme, which was located 
in Fir Tree Road, Banstead. 

The information was uncovered 
as part of a review process 
undertaken by the Metropolitan 
Police Service on behalf of the 
Department of Health. 

Mr Gove said that his department

has decided to pass the informa¬ 
tion on to the appropriate organi¬ 
sations for further investigation. 

In the statement, he said: “I 
have asked Lucy Scott-Moncrieff 
to ensure that investigating 


organisations take all practicable 
steps to establish what happened 
and why at the time of the inci¬ 
dents and any lessons there 
might be to inform current safe¬ 
guarding practice in our schools 
and children’s homes.” 

Beech Holme was founded in 
1879 as a residential home and 
school for poor children from the 
slum areas of Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

Later, children also came from 
other parts of London and the- 
then London County Council 
took over responsibility for it, 
followed by Wandsworth Council. 

The school was closed in 1974 
and demolished a year later. 

It is now the site of the Beeches 
Montessori Nursery and chil¬ 
dren’s football clubs. 

Ms Scott-Moncrieff is a human 
rights lawyer and will oversee the 
new process, with a similar role 
to Kate Lampard in the NHS trust 
investigations. 



Vehicle did not cause ‘poisoning’ 


An investigation into the suspected 
carbon monoxide poisoning of 
firefighters has cleared a fire 
service vehicle of blame. 

Three Leatherhead crew mem¬ 
bers became ill and went to hospi¬ 
tal after working out of an 
incident command unit (ICU) 
during the flood relief effort in 
Chertsey on February 10. 


A Surrey Fire and Rescue 
investigation has now concluded 
that a generator, not the vehicle, 
caused the suspected poisoning, 
and the vehicle is now back in 
action. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We’ve fully 
investigated the incident, and 
the ICU was neither faulty nor 


connected to what happened; it 
was simply user error to do with 
an unrelated generator. 

“We’ll continue to use the ICU, 
which is an invaluable tool in our 
work, to keep residents safe.” 

The Fire Brigades Union (FBU) 
has raised safety concerns about 
the £300,000 ICU and criticised it 
as not fit for purpose.

such levels of empathy and 
showing that their customers 
are more important to them than 
their bottom line. 


“Guy could have achieved at 
least £2,500 in parts to rebuild 
Steve’s bike, but instead tried to 
find a different solution.”

A much-loved fishmonger who 
has sold fresh fish from his van 
for 30 years hung up his apron 
for the last time last week.

“It is a shame to see him go, but 
if it is going to make life easier 
for him then I wish him the very 
best of luck.” 

Mr Evans said that as he gets 
older he finds the constant driv¬ 
ing more difficult, and the win¬ 
ters feel harder. 

He wants to move on to some¬ 
thing new and will be joining his 
son in the Hastings building 
trade, which is closer to home. 

He said life will feel strange 
without driving up to Surrey 


each day - which he began doing 
before the M25 was opened - and 
he knows he will miss his 
customers.

Thirty-somethings 
are keener to buy 

Majority of deals made to age group 


Thirty-one to 40 year olds 
are in the majority when it 
comes to buying property. 

That’s according to the 
latest report from the 


National Association of 
Estate Agents (NAEA). 

They make up half of all 
buyers who bought a home 
in February. The number of 


first time buyers also 
continues to improve with 
29 per cent of all homes

52 per cent of UK adults

Sales surge 
sees drop 
in landlords 


The number of people letting out 
properties because they have been 
unable to sell has dropped to a record 
low. 

According to a new report, the 
percentage of letting agents seeing 
an increase in rental property 
entering the market because it 
cannot be sold has fallen to just 13 
per cent. 

This figure represents the fourth 
consecutive fall, and is far below the 
94 per cent high recorded when the 
question was first asked at the start 
of 2009, during the post credit crunch 
property crisis. 

The report comes from the 
Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (ARLA) which says the 
renewed ability to sell property is 
having a significant effect on the 
overall shape of the residential 
investment market. 

Ian Potter, managing director of 
ARLA, said: “The resurgence of 
property prices and buyer demand in 
many areas is reducing the number 
of so-called accidental landlords. 

“Despite the reduction of landlords 
in this situation, wider investment in 
rental properties remains strong.”

Drivers opt for 
more silver 
and black 

The popularity of grey, silver and 
black is draining the colour from 
UK cars, according to latest 
statistics. 

While the number of red- 
coloured and blue-coloured 
vehicles has dipped over the 
last year, drivers sporting 
black-hued motors has risen, as 
has the number of grey-coloured 
cars. 

Figures from the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT), the figures 
showed that silver was the 
most-popular car colour in 2013, 
accountingfor 24.9 per cent of all 
vehicles. 

Second was blue (20.3 per cent), 
but this represented a 2.7 per cent 
dip on the 2012 figure. In contrast 
black rose 4.8 per cent to 18.4 per 
cent and grey was up 5.6 per cent 
to 10.8 per cent, just behind red 
which slipped 0.5 per cent to 10.9 
per cent.

A height-adjustable driver’s seat 
and steering wheel that adjusts for 
reach and rake means it’s easy to 
get comfortable, while the extra 
large windscreen gives a great view 
of the road. 

But it’s the cabin that’s surely 
going to be of key interest for 
people choosing this variant of Ford 
people carrier. 

Climb aboard and the first thing 
you’re struck by is the vast van-like 
head room and overhead storage 


shelf. Cargo capacity is more in the 
van realm, too - easily swallowing 
two mountain bikes, four suitcases 
and a surfboard. 

Here van comparisons stop 
though. The space has remained, 
versatility has increased and been 
joined by much improved driving 
manners and increased refinement 
and comfort levels. 

The new Connect’s spec list 
has gone from sparse to generous 
and, while the exterior proportions 
remain rather boxy, styling is 
certainly more desirable now, too.

• Currently 
motorists are 
required to renew 
their licence at 70, 
and then every 
three years after 
that. Make sure you 
keep up-to-date 
with your renewals, or you could 
end up driving illegally. 

• When you renew your licence 
you are asked to self-certify the 
state of your health. Be honest 
with yourself - it may be worth 
going for an all-round check-up 
with your GP before you choose 
which box to tick. 

• Whether it is time to renew 
or not, you have a legal 


requirement to 
inform the DVLA as 
soon as possible if 
you are diagnosed 
with dementia. 

• Your eyesight will 
inevitably 
deteriorate as you 
age, but the law 
requires drivers to 
be able to read a 
car number plate 
from a distance of 
20 metres, 
whatever your age. 
If you need glasses 
or contact lenses to 
do this, they must 
be worn at all times when 
driving. 

• If you are diagnosed with a 
condition which causes vision 
impairment, the law says you 
must inform the DVLA. Failure to 
do so is a criminal offence. 

• Online and on-road 
assessments are available for 
older drivers to make sure your 
driving is still up to scratch.
